by.March 31, 1942 


Every Person or Firm is Required to Have a Licence 


1. if engaged in the business of buying for resale or selling any commodity; or 


2. if engaged in the business of supplying any of the following services: 


the supplying of electricity, gas, steam or water; telegraph, wireless or telephone services; the 
transportation of goods or persons; the provision of dock, harbour, or pier facilities; warehousing 
or storage; undertaking or embalming; laundering, cleaning, tailoring, or dressmaking; 
hairdressing, barbering, or beauty parlour services; plumbing, heating, painting, decorating, 
cleaning, or renovating; repairing of any kind; the supplying of meals, refreshments or beverages; 
the exhibiting of motion pictures; process manufacturing on a custom or commission basis.

After March 31, 1942, any official, representafive,-or 
investigator of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
may require you to produce your Licence Identifica- 
tion Card if you are subject to this licensing order. 


After March 31, 1942, you must notify the Director 
of Licensing of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
Ottawa, in writing, quoting your licence number, of 
any change in the name, address, or character of 
your business within 10 days of such change. 


You must retain your Licence Identification Card as 
it will remain in effect, unless suspended or cancelled, 
as long as the Maximum Prices Regulations continue. 
If you are already licensed, a Licence Identification 
Card, valid”for the duration of these Regulations, will 
be automatically mailed to you before March 31, 
1942. You need not apply for a renewal ond there is 
no licence fee.

Ship Industry 


Outstanding issue in British 
Celumbia'’s shipbuilding program 
at the moment is the speed of 
the riveters working on the 
10,000-ton hulls building here to 
the order of Wartime Merchant 
Shipping Ltd. 
| Austin Taylor, supervisor of 
Stee] shipbuilding in this prov- 
ince, is of the opinién that the 
ships are not being turned out 
fast enough and the bottleneck 
has been placed at the door of the 
ship riveter. 

Formerly it was lack of steel 
Lwhich slowed up the shipbuilding 
program, now it is the speed of 
the man who handles the clatter- 
ing riveting gun that is ques- 
tioned 3 

Questions are being asked con 
cerning the punch being put into 
the job by the shipyard workers. 
But the loyalty of the. workers is 
in no way questioned 

It is estimated that 417,000 
rivéts go into each of the steel 
ships of the type now being con- | 
structed here and it is stated that 
with faster riveting vessels could 
be launched in 75 days from the 
time of keel-laying instead of the 
three months or over as is the 
case at present 

Survey the situation {ndi 
cates that riveting gangs drive 
at least 50 per cent more rivets 
when they are on piecework than 
when they are working on the 
ordinary day-wage schedule 

Riveting crews consist of three 
or four men. The riveters’ wage- 
scale calls for 90 cents an hour, 
plus a cost-of4iving bonus of 8% 
cents, Under the piece@ork sys- 
tem the gang is paid many 
cents per rivet 

It is said that a riveting gang 
will drive in excess of 500 rivets

than half this output has been ob 
tained on the ordinary wage 
scale basis
